My dear Mr. Woods:- 


It will be perfectly alright for you 
to use the chevrons for the exhibition in Phila- 
delphia. We are only too glad to be of assistance 
in any way, and I was awfully sorry that circum- 
stances forced us to ask the return of the helmet. 


We do not know it officially, but it is 
our understanding that the Fifth and Sixth 
Regiments of Marines were recommended for the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor. This has not come 
over yet officially, although the citation has 
come. 


The Marinesyou saw wearing the red cords 
had these given to them by the Red Cross in France 
before they sailed for America. The Red Cross is 
in close touch with French Headquarters, and they 
told our returning Marines that in a short time 
they would be entitled to wear the red cord, which 
means the Legion of Honor decoration has been given 
to the Fourth Marine Brigade. 


So far no preparation has been made, by 
the Marine Corps at least, to make the cord a part 
of the uniform. Gunnery Sergeant Dan Daly did not 
get his third medal of honor in this war. He got 
the Distinguished Service Cross over there, and I 
believe, the Croix de Guerre. He was recommended 
for a third medal of honor, which will sometime come 
through, for his extreme daring in the street fight- 
ing of Vera Cruz.

During the Mexican Var} Civil War, Spanish- 
American “ar, Philippine Insurrection, and the Boxer 
Hostilities of 1900, brevet commissions Were conferred 
Ree officers of the Marine Corps, under the provisions 
of etion 1604, Revised Statutes, and earlier laws, for 


distinguished conduct and public servic ce in the presence 
of. the enemy. No medal or badge, however, was prescribed 
to be worn by the recipient and so denote him as an 
officer of distinetion. In consequence, this distinction, 
once conferred, was forgotten by the service and, in 
contrast se the awards of medals, badges, and ribbons 

made as a result of distinguis shed conduct in the Yorld 

lar, the old-time brevet became at most an empty honor. 


-elieving that, this condition should be 
rectified and that the brevet commission, as a mark of 
honor, associated as it was with the early history of 
the Miarine Corps, should receive recognition commensurate 
With like honors of a later day, the liajor General Com- 
mandant, in a letter to the Secretary of the kavy dated 
12 pr il, l9cl, cited the foregoing facts and recommended 
that an appropriate medal, or badge and ribbon, be pre- 
scribed as an article of uniform to denote the possessor 
of a brevet commission, adding that the legality of the 
use for this purpose of certain available funds had

already been sufficiently determined by the Comptroller 
of the Treasury in a decision on the subject dated 18 
December, 1907, 


In his third @¢ndorsement of 13 May, 1921, the 
Secretary of the Navy authorized the Major General Com- 
mandant to submit the design of an appropriate medal, or 
badge with ribbon, to be prescribed by the Navy Department 
as an article of uniform to denote the wearer as the holder 
of a brevet commission in the Marine Corps. 


in consequence, various designs were made by 
Quartermaster Sergeant Joseph A. Burnett, Marine Corps, 
under the supervision of the Quartermaster, Brigadier 
General C. L. NcCawley, Marine Corps, and the present medal 
was prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy in his fifth 
endorsement of the 7 of June 1921, as an article of uni- 
form for the liarine Corps. 


In view of the fact that the Brevet Medal is 
awarded to indicate that the recipient is the holder of a 
commission issued by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate, for distinguished conduct and public service in 
the presence of the enemy, it is to be worn immediately 
after the Medals of Honor, the Distinguvished-Service 
Medals, and the Navy Cross or Army Distinguished-Service 
Cross.
